Its superintendent, is the 
Rev. R. R. Wilson. The plan is, to obtain a certain 
number of boys, say from 30 to 50, between the 
ages of 10 and 15 inclusive, both colonist and native, 
and have them bound as apprentices to the superin- 
tendant of the Methodist Liberia Mission, and his suc- 
cessors in office till they are 21. They are to be 
taught reading, writing, arithmetic, geography, and 
English grammar, and sume one of the most common 
and useful mechanical arts, such as that of the ecar- 
penter, joiner, blacksmith or shoemaker. The object 
of the institution, is solely to do good, to provide for, 
and foster the orphan, and the untaught child of the 
savage, and prepare them by a suitable education, to 
gin an honest livelihood, any where. As yet opera- 
tions have hardly commenced, except that the neces- 
sary buildings are in readiness; five pupils only are 
on the ground, 

Habits of the Native African.—Laziness and su- 
pineness on the part of the men, are authorized by

How TO TEACH LITTLE CHILDREN.—It isa 
vets great mistake ws suppose that any body and 
wry body can teach littlechildren. On the contrary, 
ath skilful teachers are required for this object. 
he practice of ing the smallest children to the 
ot inexperienced and least cultivated teachers, is 
‘he moat ready method of rendering instruction unin- 
esting and tedious, and of giving them a distaste for 
wligious truth. The mind of a little child moves in a 
very narrow circle; and great skill is requisite, to 
sip instruction to the limited range of his ideas, so 
jt it shall not be, on the one hand, so simple and 
childish as to be insipid, or to produce lev ity; or, on 
she other, 80 much above his capacities as to be un- 
igtelligible. Effort should be made to simplify thought 
aiher than language. Words in common use should 
be employed ; but all low expressions and fireside 
jalects should be avoided. These things have a 
agency to debase thought, and prevent those ele- 
wn eae and feelings with which the subject of re- 
con should always be regarded. And, if the iden 
swell ig sufficiently simplified, a child will about as 
ely understand elevated as low language. But, 
jen thought may be so much diluted; and there may 
peo mach apparent effort to simplify, that even the 
pind of a child will be disgusted.

Most of gur readers will reeollect the name of this 
remarkable man; that he was bern a Jew; studied at 
the Propaganda at Rome, became a missionary to his 
own kindred according to the flesh; visited the Le- 
vant, Syria, Palestine, Egypt, &c. then sought the de- 
scendants of the ‘Ten ‘Tribes in Bucharia; travelled 
over a great part of India, even to the borders of 'Thi- 
bet; and finally, undertook to reach Timbuctoo 
through Abyssinia. In rendering assistance to Rev. 
Mr. Gobat and family in Abyssinia, his health failed. 
For its recovery he took a voyage to Bombay, and 
from that place to America, where he had been invi- 
ted by Bishop McIlvaine of Ohio, and others, whom 
he had personally known in England. He arrived in 
this city on ‘Tuesday of this week. He intends to re- 
main for some time in this country, and among other 
objects, if practicable, judge for himself whether the 
American Indians are the descendants of Abraham.

AN AFRICAN CHRISTIAN, 
A CONVERT FROM MOHAMMEDANISM. 

The Rev. R. R. Gurley, gives the following account | 
of an exceedingly interesting individual, whom he| 
visited in the spring of the present year. We copy | 
from a letter of his recently published in the African | 
Repository. H 

In the respected family of General Owen, of | 
Wilmington, I beeame acquainted with a na-| 
tive African, whose history and character are | 
exceedingly interesting, and some sketches of) 
whose life have been already published, I al- 
lude to Moro or Omora, a Foulah by birth, ed-| 
ucated a Mahometan, and who, long after he} 
came in slavery to this country, retained a de-| 
voted attachment to the faith of his fathers and | 
deemed a copy of the Koran in Arabic (which | 
language he reads and writes with facility) | 
his richest treasure. About tw enty years ago, | 
while scarcely able to express his thoughts in-| 
telligibly on any subjectin the English language, | 
he fled trom a severe master in South Caroli-| 
na, and on his arrival at Fayetteville, was 
seized as a runaway slave, and thrown into 
jail. His peculiar appearance, inability to con- 
verse, and particularly the facility with which | 
he was observed to write a strange language | 
atiracted much attention, and induced his pre- 
sent humane and Christian master to take him 
from prison, and finally, at his earnest request, | 
to become his purchaser. His gratitude was 
boundless, and his joy to be imagined only by! 
him, who has himself been relieved from the} 
iron that enters the soul. Since his residence | 
with General Owen, he has worn no bonds but} 
those of gratitude and affection. 


“Oh, ‘tis a godlike privilege to save

And he who scorns it is himself a slave.’’ 


Being of a feeble constitution, Moro’s duties 
have been of the lightest kind, and he has been 
treated rather as a friend than aservant. ‘The 
garden has been to hima place of recreation 
rather than a toil, and the concern is not that 
he should labor more but less. The anxious 
efforts made to instruct him in the doctrines 
and precepts of our Divine religion, have not 
been in vain. He has thrown aside the blood-! 
stained Koran, and now worships at the feet of 
the Prince of Peace. The Bible, of which he 
has an Arabic copy, is his guide, his comforter, 
or as he expresses it, “his Life.’ Far ad- 
vanced in years, and very infirm, he is anim 
ted in conversation, and when he speaks of God 
or the affecting truths of the Scriptures, his, 
swarthy features beam with devotion, and his| 
eye is lit up with the hope of immortality. | 
Some of the happiest hours of bis life were | 
spent in the society of the Rev. Jonas King, | 
during his last visit from Greece to the United | 
States. With that gentleman he could con-| 
verse and read the Scriptures in the Arabic! 
language, and feel the triumphs of the same all-| 
conquering faith as he chanted with him the! 
praises of the Christian’s God, 

Moro is much interested in the plans and 
rogress of the American Colonization Society. 
fe thinks his age and infirmities forbid his re- 

turn to his own country, His prayer is that 
the Foulahs and all other Mabomedans may 
receive the gospel. When, more than a year 
ago, aman by the name of Paul, of the Foulah 
nation and able like himself to understand 
Arabic, was preparing toembark at New York 
for Liberia, Moro corresponded with him, and 
presented him with one of his two copies of the 
Bible in that language. Extracts from Moro’s 
letters are before me. In one of them he says,
